- Sceaneg, it is not amiſle briefly to ſet downe the Hi. 
tories from whence theſe Proverbs tooke their o. 
riginall. | | 

For the firſt Me/as and Arevanies of Argos, and 
Troezes conducted a common Colony to Halicar. 
naſſu in Aſie, and there drave out the barbarous Ca. 
rie and Lelegi, who fled up to the Mountaines ; from 
whencethey made many incurſions, robbing and 
cruelly ſpoyling the Grecian Ialiabitants , which 
could by no meanes be prevented. 

Onthe top of the right horne of the hill which 
ſurrounds Hahcarneſſms, in forme of a Theater, 
is a famous Fountaine of moſt cleare water, and 
exquiſite taſte called Saimacts : It happened that 
neere to this Fountaine one of the Colony ( to 
make gaine by the goodneſle of the water) ſet upa 
Taverne, and furniſh'd it with all neceſlarics, to 
which the. Barbarians re{orting (entiled by the deli. 
cioustaſte of this water , at firſt ſome few, and after 
many together in troops, ) of ficrce and crucll na+ 
tures, were reduced of their owne accord to the 
{weetneſle of the Grecian cuſtomes,

The Citie of Thebes,ancicntly called Cadiz, had 
warre with Adrafixs, the Argive King, who raiſed a 
great Army of Arcadians = Miſſenians, and tought 
2 battaile with them neere 1/ſwenis, where the The- 
bans were overthrowne, turned their backs, and fled 
into their City ; the Pe (not accuſtomed 
to skale walled Townes ) aſſaulting furiouſly , but

without order , were repulſt from the walls by the 
defendants,and may of the Frgives flaine : at that in- 
ſtant the beſieged making a great ſally , and finding 
the enemy in diſorder and confufion , cutthem all 
in picces, onely Adrefws excepted, who was faved 
by flight: bur this victory was gotten with great da» 
mage and flavghter of the Thebans, for few of them 
returned alive into their City. 

Thealluſion is, That his Majeſty out of his mercy 
and clemency approoving the firſt Proverbe, ſeckes 
by all meanes to reduce tempeſtuous and turbulent 
natures into a ſweet calme of _ concord, |
